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STIFF SENTENCES 
FOR AUTO CROOKS 


Forty - Nine Arrested 
Last Week—Nine- 
teen Indicted 


June 26,— Sen- 

ageregating thirty-cight 
years were imposed during the 
last week upon violators of the 
national motor vehicle theft act, 
according to reports received to- 
day by the Department of Jus- 
tice. Forty-nine arrests and 
nineteen indictments were ob- 
tained in the same period. 

One of the outstanding cases in- 
volved the transportation of auto- 
mobiles from Connecticut into 
New York. A veport was made to 
the effect that one George Helfrich 
eof New York had purchased from 
Roland E. Tolson several cars, 
some of which had been stolen in 
Bridgeport, Conn. 

Investigation disclosed that Tol- 
son had been arrested in Bridge- 
port for having a stolen car in his 
possession. The result of the full 
inquiry was that sixteen cars, 
eleven of which appear to have 
been stolen in Connecticut and 
transported to New York, were 
recovered, their approximate value 
being $18,500. Tolson is now 
confined in jail in New York 
awaiting trial. 

Passage of the Yates bill, in 
reality a re-enactment of the Dyer 
act, more, commonly known as 
national motor vehicle theft act, 
was urged before a subcommittee 
of the House Judiciary Commit- 
tee by Joseph B. Fleming, a 
Chicago attorney. A similar 
measure, sponsored by Senator 
Cummins of Iowa, already has 
been favorably reported by the 
Senate Committee “n_ Interstate 
Commerce. 

Attorney Fleming pointed out 
that the Dyer act has proved a 
most successful instrument for the 
punishment of automobile thieves 
and has aided in the material re- 
duction of interstate traffic in 
stolen cars. 

“Congress has an unquestioned 
right to pass such legislation under 
the transportation clause of the 
Constitution,’ Fleming testified. 
“Its right has been upheld in very 
recent decision of the United 
States Supreme Court. It has the 
right to regulate interstate com- 
merce, and certainly if it has the 
right to regulate legitimate inter- 
state commerce, it follows that it 
may regulate and take steps to 
prohibit the illegitimate.”

Survey Shows Windy, 
City Far Behind 
Other Cities 


Chicago, June 26.—Miller Me- 
Clintock, Los Angeles expert, re- 
tained by the Chicago Associa- 
tion of Commerce to solve Chie 
cago’s traffic problem, has just 
completed a nation-wide survey 
which reveals, according to his 

- report, a deplorable lack here of 
garages, compared with facilities 
in other cities of the country. 

Although Chicago has more than 
300,000 registered passenger auto 
mobiles, with 134,796 in daily use, 
he points out, there are only nine 
garages for public storage being 
operated for the accommodation of 
business men with offices in the 
Loop or adjacent districts. The 
recent addition, however, of two 
new structures has “shot a ray of 
hope” into the situation, he adds. 

“Here we have a curb park-e 
ing capacity of 3,700," his re- 
port says. ‘Only these nine garages 
are available for the thousands of 
motorists who would drive to work 
and store their cars in a well- 
regulated, clean, safe, protected 
parking place. 

“Atlanta, Ga., with a population 
of 250,000 compared to Chicago’s 
3,000,000, has twelve storage 
garages, and all are used and are 
profitable. 

“Boston has 
automobiles;

“Cleveland has 28 storage 
garages; Denver, 25; Pittsburgh, 
17; St. Paul, 20; San Francisco, 13;

And the most gratifying part of 
all is that the demand for recon- 
ditioned cars is keeping pace with 
the new car sales. The demand 
for used cars has fallen off, due 
to the increasing popularity of 
coupes, coaches and sedans. 

A careful survey of the local sit- 
uation reveals the fact that prac- 
tically all stocks of used cars are 
at present below normal. This 
condition, according to the deal- 
ers, is largely the result of better 
understanding of used car selling 
values. Instead of “bidding over 
their heads,’’ Denver dealers have 
Come down to earth in the matter 
of appraising the old cars. 

The attractive pay-as-you-ride 
purchase plans now offered to buy- 
ers of both new and used cars 
operate to remove the last obstacle 
facing the prospective purchaser, 
and is in a large way responsible 
for the unusual volume of business 
reported by Denver dealers at the 
present time. 

HARTFORD, CONN. 

Hartford, Conn., June 26.— 
With the month of June almost 
off the calendar, dealers feel 
hopeful that July will bring 
warmer zyeather and boost sales. 
There has been a good gain in 
some quarters during the month, 
but the dealers feel that they 
can stand a lot of heavy order 
business for some time to come.

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O’NEIL SUMS UP 
TIRE PROSPECTS 


Official Sees Good Busi- 
ness Ahead for 
Industry 


KRON, O., June 26.— 

William O’Neil, presi- 
dent of the General Tire and 
Rubber Company, sees a pros- 
perous six months ahead for 
the tire industry in particular 
and the country in general. 

O’Neil stresses the point that 
many have taken a _ particularly 
gloomy attitude because of the 
effect of a late spring, but 
the situation is reviewed now from 

a logical standpoint the future 
gives every indication of being 
prosperous. 

“One of the most important rea- 
sons for the conservative state- 
ments by industrial leaders at the 
beginning of the year,”’ says O'Neill, 
“was the fact that there was some 
talk .at that time of a saturation 
point in the automotive industry, 
and also because of the long time 
credit system under which this in- 
dustry operated. 

*‘Of course, the used car situ- 
ation also entered into the picture, 
and as a result many men limited 
their outlook to three months, or 
at the most six. 

“Today, however, a gencral 
air of optimism can be _ felt 
everywhere. Wall Street op- 

timistic over the present situa- 
tion as regards money and bank- 
ing; money is cheap and plenti- 
ful; savings accounts are grow- 
ing greater and greater and the 
big fact of interest in automo- 
tive circles, the demand for 
automobiles and automobile 
tires, is greater than ever before.

“Conditions are gcreatly im- 
proved last year far 
eredit goes, for at that time a two- 
year credit or instalment plan was 
not unusual, whereas today the 
finance companies have taken the 
ituation in hand and most deals 
©e now made on a year's. basis, 
Which gives the buyer his car at 
about a 7 per cent. interest charge, 
a very reasonable rate, which has 
been effected with little or no dis- 
turbance. 

“The old bugbear of se‘ura- 
tion in automobile buying has 
been passed again and the past 
six months shows a_ greater 
automobile production than ever 
before in a similar period. Com- 
petition is keen between the au- 
tomobile manufacturers, it is 
true, but the preduction figures 
from month to month have 
shown a consistent gain, which 
is in excess of those of any simi- 
lar period in the past. 

“Getting. back to the tire indus- 
try, our own factory is turning out 
tires rapidly; in fact, our daily 
production now exceeds every day 
Dut one last year, and the orders 
which we are now receiving will 
exceed our present production. 

“Now, that the general public 
has had a real taste of summer 
weather, passenger cars, buses 
and trucks are out eating up the 
miles, so that tires and tubes 
are fast being used and replaced 
with new. The next few months 
eammot help but use more tires 
than ever, and it is my opinion 
that the second six months of 
this year will be record ones in 
the tire industry,” O’Neil con- 
eleded.

Now Well Organized | 


Montreal, June 26.—It was left 
to a non-bus operator to conceive 
the idea of a large organization 
embracing all the bus operators in 
the Province of Ontario. P. George 
Mitchell, sitting on his estate at 
Clarkson, Ont., watched the steady 
growth of bus transportation on 
the Lake Shore highway, visualized 
the need of a system of co-opera- 
tion among bus operators if 
ditions that were bound to arrive 
in the near future were to be suc- 
cessfully met. 

The developments of the past two 
years have demonstrated that he 
was right. He approached the 
members of the Associated Lines of 
Hamilton and laid his proposals be- 
fore'them. At first they were not 
received with any great degree of 
enthusiasm, but later the members 
of,the Associated Lines agreed to 
finance the new orzanization if Mr. 
Mitchell would undertake to do the 
organizing. Thus, in the office of 
the Comet. Bus Line at Hamilton, 
the Ontario Bus Owners’ 
was born. | 
Mitchell found the going 
rough at first; as the busi-

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Gasoline Automats 


N England they are trying an innovation in the shape of 
automatic gasoline pumps. By dropping a shilling in the 
slot and pulling a handle, the British motorist can now get 
a given quantity of petrol without recourse to an attendant 
for pumping operations. The particular value of this service 
lies in the fact that motor fuel will thus be available at any 
hour of the night or day. Speaking from experiences in 
this country, where finding gas stations closed at night, just 
when the need is sorest, automatic gasoline dispensing 
machines would end this trouble and serve a real need. 

One wonders, however, whether the cost of the 
article dispensed, say twenty-five cents in this country, 
would not lead to wholesale dishonesty. Slugs of base 
metal having the correct size and weight for substitution 
would cause the gasoline automat to dispense its wares 
to the dishonest person and necessarily these stations 
would be far enough distant from populous centers to 
make the job of cheating comparatively easy. The 
Britishers seem to have hit upon aw real idea, with a flare- 
back attached, which may nullify the inherent possibil- 
ities of the scheme.

The Silver Lining 

N any consideration of the traffic fatality problem the 

ghastly totals of the dead and maimed give every humane 
person a feeling of horror. The National Safety Council 
estimates that the dead last year from accidents in traffic 
numbers approximately 24,000, of whom 7,000 were children. 
Of this total automotive vehicles accounted for a considerable 
part. 

It is difficult to see the silver lining of such a cloud, 
but there is one and it was recently pointed out by Herbert 
Hoover, secretary of commerce. Mr. Hoover some time ago 
pointed out that there are today 6,000 men, women and 
children alive, who would have been dead if traffic fatalities 
had continued to increase 1924 and 1925 at the same average 
rate that they increased during the years between 1919 and 
1923. 

In this statement the real point for us to note is the 
fact that safety precautions and educational campaigns 
actually are bearing fruit. The way lies plain before us. 
We must increase every effort now being made to promote 
safety in traffic. The Hoover conference laid down three 
principal lines which safety promotion must follow :— 

1. Engineering revision of streets. 
2. Regulation of traffic and enforcement of 
traffic laws. 
Education of both motorists and pedestrians. 

There has been no inclination on the part of the auto- 
motive industry to shirk its duties as regards accident 
prevention. The National Automobile Chamber of Com- 
merce, through its traffic committee, of which George M. 
Graham is chairman, has promoted safety education in the 
schools and elsewhere. Local automotive men are the logical 

aders in safety promotion work. If local merchants get 
behind the efforts that are being put forth by the national 
organization, the automotive industry will do more even than 
its share in solving this heart rending problem. 


Lucien Rosengart, executive head of the Peugeot organ-

FEDERAL AID BILL 
LEGISLATIVE PEAK 


Passage Insures High- 
Ways Completion, 
Says Henry

WASHINGTON, June 26.

Any one reviewing the 
ments used by a handful of 

Eastern senators who opposed 
the Federal aid bill cannot fail 
to see through the shallowness 
of their arguments and the un- 
derlying selfishness of the posi- 
tion they took, 

Typical of the line of argument 
used by the_opposition was that 
of Senator Reed of Pennsylvania, 
who advanced the ridiculous con- 
tention that Federal aid was un- 
fair to his state because’ the 
amount Pennsylvania received out 
of the Federal pool was insignifi- 
cant compared to what his state 
contributed to the treasury in 
taxes. 

Curiously enough, Secretary of 
the Treasury Mellon, himself a 
Pennsylvanian, gave the best an- 
swer to Senator Reed’s theory of 
state wealth and state contribu- 
tions to national funds when he 
pointed out in a letter, which went 
into the Congressional Record, that 
the tax returns from a state do not 
by any means indicate that the in- 
come was earned there. 

Senator Reed and his few sup- 
porters from wealthy Eastern states 
entirely overlooked the extent to 
which the car owners of their states 
are using roads built by less 
wealthy states. They also over- 
looked what road building and the 
automotive industry are doing to 
increase their prosperity. 

The outstanding feature of the 
fight in the Senate was the over- 
whelming support developed for 
the Federal aid principle on the 
final roll call. Seventy-eight sen- 
ators were favorable to the passage 
of the bill, while only ten were op- 
posed to it. The vote in the House 
was even more overwhemling, in- 


argu- 





dicating that the state wealth con- 
tingent was decisively routed. 

As the measure assures Federal 
funds to match state funds 
through 1928 and 1929, the 


Federal Aid Highway System, as 
originally projected, will be com- 
pleted inside five years. 

The appropriations authorized 
by the bill recently enacted are 
$75,000,000 annually for the fiscal 
years 1928 and 1929 for roads on the 
Federal Aid Highway System, and 
$7,500,000 annually for those years 
for roads in and to the national 
forests. The bill continues Federal 
participation on an undiminished 
scale up to June 30, 1929. 

Approximately two-thirds of the 
200,349 miles of highway on the 
Federal Aid System have been im- 
proved. According to the 1925 
figures, the total cost to the Fed- 
eral government to improve one 
mile of highway averaged $9,850, 
or for practical purposes, $10,000. 
This means that during the fiscal 
years 1927, 1928 and 1929 an ad- 
ditional 22,500 miles of improved 
roads should be added to the sys- 


; tem, 


If the states continue to improve 
roads on the Federal Aid System 
at their own expense, as they have 
done in the past, they will, during 
that period, add another 30,000 
miles, so that at the close of the 
fiscal year 1929 we should have 
about 50,000 more miles of im- 
proved roads. 





GOVT. BUREAU CREDITED 
WITH AIDING LOW COST 


Washington, June 26.—Work of 
the weights and measures section 
of the United States Bureau of 
Standards is credited with helping 
produce low cost passenger cars 
and trucks, the Department of 
Commerce asserts. 

Due credit, of course, is given 
manufacturers doing business on 
large-scale production, making 
parts on an absolutely interchangeé- 
able basis. However, the minimum 
amount of hand fitting is only pos- 
sible when accurate limit gauges 
are employed in shops and these 
gauges were devised by the weights 
and measures section.
